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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicant amended claims 16 and 24 to recite "a bar screen tube filter element." The term was cited for indefiniteness and the claims 
were examined in light of paragraph 28 in the Specification which disclosed "tubular wedge-wire screen filter elements." A secondary 
reference, Wnuk et al. (US 2003/0213127), was brought in to explicitly disclose the tubular wedge-wire screen filter elements. Applicant 
has amended the claims to recite a "tubular screen filter element." The new matters raised are (1 ) whether the Specification supports this 
move away from frustoconical filter elements and (2) whether the Wnuk et al. reference is required in the rejection. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 



Applicant argues that the objection to the substitute Specification should be withdrawn because, "Nothing in the record supports the 
conclusionary allegation that 'automatic clutch' is a narrower term" than "free wheeling device." Applicant offers evidence that an automatic 
clutch is equivalent to a freewheeling clutch. The examiner responds by noting that the term "automatic clutch" is being substituted for "free 
wheeling device," not "freewheeling clutch." The examiner maintains that an "automatic clutch" is a narrower term relative to a "free 
wheeling device," and cites Bodenhorn (U.S. Patent No. 1,850,197, Mar. 22, 1932). Bodenhorn discloses an "Automobile Free Wheeling 
Device" in Fig. 1 and shows the automatic clutch, as part of the free wheeling device, in Fig. 6. Bodenhorn, Title; p. 1, lines 23-28 and 40- 
45. As such, the examiner maintains the objection to the Specification. 

Regarding the new limitations, the arguments put forth have been considered but are not persuasive because they relate to an 
amendment that has not been entered. The remaining arguments put forth were previously addressed in the final rejection. 
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
